Dyes and Worms., 


In order to determine the action of 


dyes when taken Into the system, N. A. 
Cobb of the United States department 
of agriculture, selected for experiments 
the tiny worms called nematodce. It is 
well known that certain of the aniline, - 
dy"es have peculiar affinities for cer- 
tain sorts of living cells, observes a 
chemist, so Mr. Cobb tried rariou3 ' 
dyes on these worms and watched their 
action under a microscope.
